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2 Cents Per Quart Increase 
In Milk Effective June 1 


Explaining the two cent per quart 
increase in Wainwright milk prices 
which takes efféct June 1, a spokes- 
man for local dairies made it plain 
this week that this increase did not 
mean one cent more for either, milk 
distributors or farmers in this area. 
“All that has happened is that con- 
sumers are now expected to pay the 
two éents share of the cost of milk 
which formerly was paid by the 
‘Dominion Government,” this spokes- 
man stated, 

He emphasized the fact that not 
even a fraction of the two cents in- 
crease in price would provide in- 
creased earnings for the dairies, or 
would be passed along to the farmers. 
The price to farmers would remain at 
exactly the same level as during most 
of the war years. 

He went on to explain that the 
legal price of milk distributed to 
homes in Wainwright has been nine 
cents for some years, This was the 
price fixed for fluid milk in this area 
by Milk Control Authorities, and 
concurred in by the War Prices and 
Trade Board.. However, in order to 
keep down the cost of living, the 
government decided to give a direct 
subsidy to every consumer in Canada. 
This bonus amounted to two cents a 
quart and cost the Dominion Govern- 
ment around $2,000,000 every month. 

Tt is now the policy of the govern- 
ment at Ottawa to discontinue war- 
time subsidies as quickly as possible 
and consequently the consumers’ 
fluid milk subsidy of two cents per 
quart has been discontinued, This 
simply means that from June, the 
consumer must pay two cents a quart 
more than they have been paying in 
recent years. 

“We sincerely hope the public un- 
derstands this situation,” the spokes- 
man continued. “There has actually 
been no increase in price, but now 
‘consumers are being called upon to 
pay the share of every quart of milk 
which the government paid during the 
war.”

FARMER , 

The Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, Min- 
‘ister of Labour, has just issued an 
open letter. to Canadian workers 
which shows how well the prices of 
agricultural products have been held 
down’ so that the workers could have 
cheap food, Mr. Mitchell shows that 
the prices of butter, eggs, sugar, 
bread and milk today average 465% 
less than they were in the year 1920, 
after the first Great War. The Mini- 
ster further informs labour that 
prices cannot be kept under control 
unless wages, too, are kept down. 

Mr, Mitchell; however, omits one 
important figure in his statement 
which shows that wages, which, gov- 
ern the cost of the things farmers 
and others have to buy, have not 
been kept down; for the fact is that 
today, according to the official stat- 
istics of the Government, the average 
hourly rates of industrial labour have 
actually risen by 80% from the year 
1920. So we see that while the prices 
of farm products, which labour en- 
joys, are today 46.5% lower than 
wages that industrial labour has re- 
ceived are actually 30% higher than 
in 1920, This, of course, is an injust- 
ice to our farmers, and it is no won- 
der that farmers and their true 
friends are beginning to assert that 
farmers are justly entitled to price 
increases for their wheat and other 
products that will bring these prices 
somewhere near the level of thp 
hourly wages now enjoyed by ‘indus 
trial labour.

The successful use of penicillin by 
the United Kingdom doctors in the 
treatment of mastoid ‘is reported in 
e London Press, Application during 
the early stages of the illness is stat- 
ed to have very good results, elimin- 
ating a difficult and dangerous opera- 
tion which was formerly the only 
remedy, Penicillin is given for mai 
toid in normal injections into the 
bloodstream. Recently a nine-month- 
old baby was cured with sixty-six 
penicillin injections. She was treated 
for only three weeks. Dréssings of 
the wound after the operation form- 
erly lasted from six to nine months. 
Mastoid is an infection of the bone 
behind the ear which contains many 
cells, The bone is very close to the 
brain.
